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REPORTS SHOW XMPROVEMgBT 
IK AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 


SifelHO PLANTING 97.9 PERCENT COMPLETED — ■ Siabad Nap, Ho 115/19 May 1*9 

The Ministry of Agriculture reports that, by 15 May, 97.9 percent of the 
spring planting was completed. There were 27,172 cadastral yokes of spring 
'•heat planted, 801,95!* of spring barley, 518, 506 of oata, 1,959,096 of ooctm, 
470,956 potatoes, 18 I/ 85 I of sugar beet, and 505, 95^ of sunflowers. There 
were also 20 , 9^9 cadastral yokes of rice, 105 , 1*51 of alfalfa, and 12 , 1*77 of 
tobacoo planted. 

Up to 15 May, a total of 5,20l*,l*L6 cadastral yokes have been sown, and 
the total spring planting will b„ 5,315,559* Of the country’s total arable 
land of 9,657,953 cadastral yokes, k, 522,000 were already planted last fall. 
About 110,000 cadastral yokes will be planted «n the latter part of May. 
chiefly in coin. Spring plant!' g will be 100 percent completed by 50 May.

Hiring the threo-y ear plan, 50 Billion forints vers invested for the 
reocna tract ioc 01 Boreod County. At present, Bareod County has only three 
tractor stations; at the end of tills year there will be seven. 

The production of livestock In Borsod County has greatly expanded. The 
number of horses Increased to 12,000, cattle increased from 50,000 to 60,000 
head and the rranbsr of cheap doubled. Hog production has Increased sixfold. 

Borsod also baa s new hospital, nursery, and four tuberculosis sanatarltUM . 
The number of doctors has Incre&w^d from 1*0 to 152, At present 525 s^sll hones 
are being built. To date, 27 towns have reoeived electricity. Flood-control 
neaeure* are underway along the Tiara. Under the Flan, 21 kilometers of new 
roads have been constructed and by the end of 19**9, l 1 * kilometers Bare will 
be added to the road network. Up to now, 21* bridges have been reconstructed .

On 1 August 1948, there were a total of 38 machine-tractor stations through- 
out the country, with 548 tractors and 171 threshing machines. By 31 Maroh 
1949, there were 128 machine-tractor stations with 1,579 tractors and 277 thresh- 
ing machines. By the end of 1949 there will be 220 machine -tractor stations 
with 3,500 tractors and 65O threshing machines. By the end. of the Five-Year 
Plan there will be 500 nmchine- tractor stations and 20*000 tractors . 

Tractors will till 6 million cadastral yokes by the end of the Plan. By 1954 
every machine-tractor station will be ©quipped with 4Q tractors, and there 
will be a total of 1,000 combines. In 1954, times as many agricultural 
machines must be produced aa will be produced in 1949* 
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
